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REMARKS 



In the Office Action dated May 31, 2005, the Examiner rejected claims 1-39 of the above- 
captioned application under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-26 of U.S. Patent No. 6,616,82 and claims 1-20, 23-25 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,599,409, and provisionally rejected claims 1-39 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22, 24-27, 34- 
38, 41, 42 of copending Application No. 10/361,708. In response, Applicant submits a Terminal 
Disclaimer for U.S. Patent Nos. 6,616,82 and 6,599,409, and Application No. and 10/361,708 
with this response.
